“The Christmas alert 
began in this way last 
Friday. Analysis of world 
tension that day, coupled 
with the first trickle of 
rumours from Kuwait re- 
sulted in the strategic 
reserve in Britain being 
slerted.”—Reuter.

Nations using force io.

‘London, Dec. 28. 
Lord Home, the Foreign Secretary, spoke tonight of a “crisis 
in the United Nations. 
Lord Home, addressing the Berwick-on-Tweed branch of the United Na- 
tions Association posed this question: “Why is there a crisis of con- 
fidence in the United Nations?” 


By contrast the British record 
was one which had freed 
600 million people in 15 years, 
Lord Home added. 

He said that evidence of a 
serious falling away from the 
principles of the charter placed 
Britain in an appalling dilemma. 

“All our instincts and interests 
theréfore combine to urge sup- 
port for the kind of. United 
Nations for which the founders 
drew up the charter. The ques- 
tion which many sober and 
responsible observers of its prac- 
tice are asking is whether we 
can continue to do so and 
whether the United Nations or 
the authors of the charter have 
had their day?” 


The other side 


He then put the other side 
of the balance sheet and said 
whatever its faults the aims of 
the United Nations were sound 
and its aspirations ‘true. Bri- 
tein could not afford lightly to 
discard an instrument dedicated 
to peace which was struggling 
to put together the elements of 
peace-keeping machinery, how- 
ever elementary it may appear. 

“Luck, because the Soviet 
was absent from the meeting, 
enabled ccllective action to be

Over Berlin, over negotiations 
with the Russians, and in the last 
few days over the Nato talks, he 
has been the odd man our of the 
West—-and unshakable. 

From the time when he 
walked upright amid a hail of 
bullets at the Liberation 
ceremony in Notre Dame de 
Gaulle has made it Increasingly 
clear that he regards himself as 
being personally under divine 


SUBLIME 


Possessing what he calls the 
baraka—an ‘Arabie word mean- 
ing God’s special blessing — he 
views ‘the troubled domestic 
scene of France and the con- 
tnulng anguish of Algeria with 
a sublime calm. 

His self-portrait written when 
he was a keen-eyed young officer 
hasn't changed, even though he 
1s now grey, portly, and suffer- 
{ng from cataracts in his eyes. 

“His passion for acting on his 
own is naturally accompanied 
by a certain roughness of con- 
duct. ...The leader is distant too, 
for authority is not to be had 
without prestige, nor prestige 
without aloofness....” 


RESPECT 


De Gaulle never changes, be- 
‘cause he is always living up to 
this ideal pattern of himself.
